lem. This problem is a vital one, more so than | 
any that has faced our town for a century. | 
Upon its solution hang issues vital to every 
child in Andover. Nevertheless it, too, has 
its by-products. So long, however, as the 
major aspect is permitted to stand naked } 
before our citizens a solution is possible, but 
once allow the town’s attention to be drained | 
off from this major problem and become | 
mixed up indiscriminately with a host of | 
involved problems and a wise solution be 
comes utterly impossible 

The tendency of Mr. Shipman’s recent 
article in the Townsman touching the dis 
position of our seventh grade pupils, so far | 
from aiding us to solve our major school 
| problem, only deepens the shadows upon it. | 
| This it does by overaccentuating the unim 


portant, Mr, Shipman has given to a trivial | 

incident what will appear to his readers as the 
| real issue at stake. Who of us, for instance, | 
save a few local families, care a straw whether | 
| the seventh grade scholars are taught at 
| Ballardvale or at the Stowe school, provided | 
they are properly taught. And whether or not | 
| a child is properly taught depends more upon 
| the policy of his school than upon the ability | 
| of his teacher: This policy may drain off the | 
| child’s interests into so many contributory 
channels as to make shallow his powers of 
concentration, or the curriculum may, by 
this policy, become so clogged as to over 
| crowd the teacher's time; or, again, the tea 
cher may be so hooped in by its rules and 
| unnecessary restraints as to make her effort 
abortive. 

Thus we see that a child to be properly | 
| taught must have the help not only of a good 
| teacher but of a wise school policy. | 

Right here the question arises;—What is 
our present school policy and is it a wise 
policy? 

These two questions are of paramount 
importance for they concern not only the 
seventh grade but all grades and every child 
in each grade. Not where a child shall be 
taught but how he ought to be taught, this is 
the crucial question, 

The new school policy demands, and log 
ically demands, the closing of all out-lying | 
| school buildings and the construction of a| 
large central plant with sufficient room space | 
for experimentation in an interesting variety | 
of trades. Here a joint effort of headwork and | 
| handwork is to be made with the sole aim to 
| discover the major preference of each child 
and, when discovered, this his major pref- | 
erence is to determine the character of all his 

future studies 

| ‘The claim is that these major preferences 
|} reveal themselyes most clearly and readily | 
between the ages of twelve and fourteen of 
the child’s life and that when these are dis 
covered and given fixity and proper guidance 
they will definitely, effectively and inevit 
ably “ fit the child for life.”

Business men, investors, wage workers, 
and the public at large should be much com- 
forted in this period of black pessimism to 
know that there is one fundamental law 
which they can absolutely depend upon to 
bring us out of business depression. That is 
the Law of Action and Reaction—the most 
inclusive law in the universe. As applied to 
business it is this: For every period of over- 
expansion and inflation there must follow a 
compensatiog period of deflation and depres- 
sion, byt when the depression period has paid 
up for the period of excesses, it in turn will be 
followed by another period of prosperity. We 
can just as surely depend upon the Law of 
Action and Reaction to bring us out of the 
present trouble, as to punish us for our trans 
gressions. 

For some resaon Wall street always be- 
lieves when the market is going up that it 
will continue to go up indefinitely. Also when 
the market is going down Wall street seems 
to think it will always go down. That is true 
of the majority of the speculators, investors, 
brokers, and even some financial advisers. 
They forget that the Law of Action and Re 
action applies to the stock market just as it 
applies to business, to the physical sciences, 
and to medicine. The accurate and unfail- 
ing working out of this law can be demon 
strated by history. Investors should now be 
interested not in the fact that business is 
poor, which everyone admits, but in the ques- 
tion of to what extent this period of poor bus- 
iness has already compensated for the preced- 
ing period of inflation. To say that business is 
never going to revive, that stocks will never 
go up, and that commodity prices will always 
stay down, is just as unreasonable as the 
wild bullish psychology of 1928 and 1929. 


What Authorities Think 


1930 has not only been a bad year for 
business, but also a bad year for many bus- 
iness forecasts. Those who ignored the time 
element in the Law of Action and Reaction 
made a geat mistake. Students of economic 
conditions are now rather generally agreed 
that the worst of the depression is 
with us and there is no way to 
look except upwards. Following are brief 
summaries of the individual opinions of 
six leading authorities: 


Some of the Causes and Conditions That 
Enter Into Automobile Accidents 


The following information and advice 
concerning some of the causes and conditions 
that enter into automobile accidents have 
been compiled by the Statistical Department 
of the Automobile Legal Association based 
on the experiences of that organization for 
more than twenty years as well as upon in- 
formation received from insurance companies 
and other sources. It is given out to the pub- 
lic in hopes that it will promote the safety of 
the driver and his family as well as other users 
of the highway. The order in which the causes 
are given may not be conclusively correct to 
indicate their importance, but they are sub- 
stantially in accordance with the opinion of 
those who have given the subject much 
thought. 

Drivinc Too Fast UNDER DANGEROUS 

CONDITIONS 

(a) Driving more than about twenty miles 
per hour in thickly settled sections of cities 
and towns where the danger of being con- 
fronted with a sudden emergency is greater 
than elsewhere. 

(b) Driving too fast (more than thirty- 
five miles per hour) in the open country with 
a moderate or excessive amount of traffic 
going both ways. Under such circumstances 
it is extremely dffiicult to gauge distances 
and proximity to other objects which could 
be easily gauged under more moderate speed 

(c) Driving too fast around corners and 
curves making it difficult to keep close to the 
right-hand side and increasing the danger of 
a head-on collision with another who may 
also fail to keep close to the right-hand side. 


StreEET INTERSECTIONS—RIGHT OF WAY 
LAw 

(a) The right of way law now in force in 
most States has made it easier to establish 
the legal rights of parties after a collision, but 
we doubt if it has materially decreased the 
number of accidents. 

It is better to insist upon one’s own 

safety than upon one’s right of way 

(b) Rushing to approach a corner ahead 
of another car usually results in miscalcu- 
lation and accidents and since such accidents 
usually result in one of the machines being 
struck broadside, the occupants as well as 
the driver are frequently seriously injured 
and much greater property damage results. 

(c) Fast speed upon approaching an in- 
tersection with a sudden stop usually causes 
the car to skid around and collide. Better 
approach slowly. 

Curttinc Our AND IN 

(a) To cut out of line with automobiles 
approaching and not sufficient room to cut in 
again is an exceedingly dangerous practice. 

(b) To cut out of line to pass others 
going up grade where the view over the hill 
is obstructed has proved exceedingly dang- 
erous. Keep in line. One will lose only a few 
seconds 

(c lo drive slowly, around fifteen to 
eighteen miles per hour, on a much-used 
highway compelling others to pass one in 
dicates an exceedingly selfish spirit and a 
disregard of the rights of others which has 
caused many accidents. If one must drive 
slowly, one should pull out occasionally and 


let the line go by.

No. 1: The general trend n ms to be 
definitely upward, but will be ompanied 
by irregularity.

No level of business activi is low as 
the present has ever continued for very long 
Improvement will become apparent by 
Spring, and business should be back to nor- 
mal by the end of 1931. 

No. 3: General business seems to have 
started on an uptrend but it is too early to 
place confidence that there will be no further 
reactions. 

No.4: General business recovery has been 


delayed by the mental attitude created by 
various bad news reports. 

No. 5: There is nothing to justify the 
view that no upturn is in sight. In fact a 
downward movement as large as the present 
usually ends abruptly. 

No. 6: Improvement may be gradual and 
irregular, but some progress is now definitely 
indicated. 

These opinions are from unbiased authori 
ties who are not engaged in “business boost 
ing” or in Polly-Anna propaganda. 

It is also interesting to note what one well 
known authority, Colonel Leonard Ayers, has 
to say on the subject. Speaking of the length 
of previous depressions he says: “In the past 
forty years there have been seven major de 
pressions in this country, including this one 
The duration of the definite decline from the 
last real prosperity month to the bottom of 
the depression in the first of the seven was 
twelve months. In the second one it was also 
twelve months, and in the third it was twelve 
months. In the panic of 1907 the decline 
lasted only ten months. In the depression of 
1913-1914 the decline lasted fifteen months. 
In the post-war depression it lasted twelve 
months. This one has already lasted fourteen 
months.” 


When Will Business Be Normal 

While it is interesting to compare the 
length of the various depressions of the past 
with the present one, it is dangerous to draw 
conclusions from that alone. The length of 
past depressions is really no criterion. Also 
the length of the preceding period of pros- 
perity is no criterion. Ths important fact is 
the length of the depression multiplied by its

(b) Dazzling headlights give one no bet- 
ter vision and destroy the other fellow’s view 
of the road 

(c) Improper adjusrment of brakes fre- 
quently causes skidding. If the rear of the 
car skids to the left, turn your front wheels 
to the left but look out for the snap back, for 
it may throw you the other way. 

DriVING WHILE INTOXICATED 

(a) Listen to your friends and let some- 
body else drive your car—it’s easier and 
safer. 

(b) Driving quite slowly while intoxi- 
cated lulls one into a false sense that he is 
driving carefully, but his muscles and brain 
are relaxed and he is unable to react quick 
enough to avoid the accident. 

(c) Driving fast while intoxicated is apt 
to cause one’s muscles and mind to become 
strained and they shortly tire so that one’s 
sense of feeling that he is exerting great care 
is a false alarm. 

(d) An intoxicated person’s 
somewhat blurred and he cannot 
distances so accurately as when 
matter of misjudging inches 
causes death.

Stock Market Position 

Ordinarily the market reaches its 
low point in the early part of the area of the 
business depression. In this present depres 
sion, however, it has not done so because its 
high point came so late in the period of pros 
perity. This naturally pushed the arrival. of 
the low point in the stock market further 
along in the period of depression. However, 
we know that the business depression period 
has now gotten pretty well along, because it 
has been so intense and has fallen to such 
abnormally low levels. We may or may not 
have seen the extreme low points in this 
market; but we do know that the recovery 
is nearer at hand than it would have been 
if this were a less severe and probably longer 
drawn-out business depression. Nevertheless 
it seems probable that the major upswing in 
stocks will come later in this depression area 
than it usually does. 

In view of this situation investors should 
plan to distribute their long-term stock pur 
chases over perhaps a year’s time, buying a 
portion now and the balance later.

Instead of listening to 
the prophets of doom and the harbingers of 
utter economic ruin. let us tie our faith to the 
old Law of Action and Reaction, which has 
never failed us in the past and never will fail 
us in the future.
